Continued Prosecution Application 

1. The request filed on 19 July 2002 (Paper No. 39) for a 
Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) under 37 CFR 1.53(d) 
based on parent Application No. 09/072,994 is acceptable and a 
CPA has been established. Tin action on the CPA follows. 

2. The amendments filed on 17 April 2002 (Paper No. 36), has 
been entered. 


Claim Objections 

3. Claims 14, 37, and 40-45 are objected to because of the 
following informalities. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims recite "SEQ ID No." which is an incorrect spelling of 
SEQ ID NO: . 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claims 14, 17-22, 37-38, and 40-47 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 14 and 38 recite "an amino acid sequence represented 
in SEQ ID No. 14" which is confusing because it is not clear 
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whether the sequence identity is to SEQ ID NO: 14 or some 
sequences within SEQ ID NO: 14. It is suggested that the term "an 
amino acid sequence represented in" be deleted from claim 14. 
Claims 17-22 and 41-44 are dependent on claim 14. Claim 37 is 
generic and encompass claim 38 limitations and claims 40 and 45- 
47 are dependent on claim 37. 

Claims 18 and 47 is indefinite for the recitation of the 
term "phosphatase activity" which is confusing because it is not 
clear how the phosphatase activity phosphorylates the cdks . 

Claim 40 is indefinite for recitation of ^functions in one 
of either role of an agonist or an antagonist^ which is confusing 
because it is not clear whether it is an agonist or an 
antagonist .
